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| A Dreadful Train Disaster in Nina | MADOC 


Cuicaco, Aug. }1.—The Chicago

All the railway horrors in the histroy 
of this country were surpassed three 
miles east of Chatsworth last night; 


when an excursion train on the Toledo, M. MAY BEE, 
Peoria & Western road dropped through |

cars, six day coaches and chair cars and | Block, 
It was carrying 960 | 


three baggage. 
passengers, all excursionists, and was 
bound for Niagara Falls. The train 
had been made up all along the line of 


the Toledo, Peoria & Western road,and | 
the excursionists hailed from various | 


points in Central Illinois, the bulk of 
them, however, coming from Peoria. 
Some of the passengers came from Can- 
ton, El Paso, Washington, and in fact 
all stations along the line, some from as 
far west as Burlington and Keokuk, 
Towa. When the train passed this 
place it was an hour and a half behind 
time. Chstsworth, the next station 
east of here,is six miles off, and the run 
there was made in seven minutes, so the 
terrible momentum of those fifteen 
coaches and two engines shooting 
through space at the rate of a mile a 
minute can be understood. The tram 
did not stop at Chatsworth and sped by 
the small station at lightning speed. 
Three miles east of Chateworth in a 
little slough where the railroad © crosses 
a dry run about ten feet deep and fifteen 
feet wide. Over this was stretched an 
ordinary wooden trestle bridge, and as 
the excursidn train came thundering 
down on it what was the horror of the 
engineer on the front engine when he 
saw that the bridge was on fire. Right 
up before his eyes leaped the bright 
flames, and the next instant he was 
among them. There was no chance to 
stop. Had there been warning it would 
have taken half a mile to stop that on 
rushing mass of wood, iron and human 


lives, and the train was within one 


ed mes- 

r of death before they flashed their 
fatal signals into the engineer's face. 
But be passed over in safety, the first 
engine keeping the rails. As it went 
over the bridge fell beneath it, and it 
could only have been the terrific speed 
of the train which’ saved the lives of the 
engineer and his fireman. But the 
second engine went down, and instant- 
ly the deed of death was done, car 
crashed into car, coaches piled one on 
top of another, und in the twinkling of 
an eye nearly 100 people found an in- 
stant death, ana 50 more were so hurt 
they could not live. As for the wound- 
ed, they were everywhere. Only the 
sleeping coaches escaped, and as the 
startled and halfdressed passengers 
came tumbling out of them they found 
such a scene of death as it rarely wit- 
nessed and such work to do that it 
seemed ne if human hands were utterly 
incapable.
